Correspondence of Marcello's counsel, who, I believe, 
was G. Wray Gill, on David Ferrie, who had worked 

as an investigator for Gill and Marcello. 

3) Whatever FBI files, or other files, you have on 
Carlos Marcello and his brothers (Joseph, Vincent, 
and Anthony in particular) that were not included 
in those turned over to the HSCA (which I have 
seen at the AARC) . 

4) Your organized crime records in your Ruby file, 
if they are not available at the AARC. 

I am also interested in whatever you might have 
in your files on Joseph Civello and Joe and Sam Campisi 
of Dallas if what you have are not available at the AARC. 



As soon as you let me know about the availability 
of the above and the availability of a researcher from 
Hood College, I will send you a list of names I would 
like to have the researcher look up in your FBI indices 
and files. 

I was interested in the opinions you expressed 
in your letter about the JFK assassination. Some day 
I would like to discuss with you over the phone the 
issues you raised. 

Thank you again for your assistance.
